13th Victim Dies 


Unruh, the Bible reading war vet- 
eran who collected gtmsas a hobby, 
went beserk yesterday^ He stalked 
his victims in a usually-quiet East 
Camden neighborhood, killing 12 in- 
stantly twith bullets at close range 
from his German Luger oistol. Thf 
13th—10-year-old John Wilson — 
died early today in Cooper hospital. 
Three others were wounded. 


Unruh, who also has been in the 
hospital with a bullet in his hip, 
was removed suddenly this after- 
noon. County detectives told news- 
men of the transfer after it was 
made. 


Prosecutor Cohen said Unruh had 
been taken to the New Jersey state 
hospital for Insane at Trenton where 
he'll be under observation for at 
least two weeks. 


He underwent a 45-minute oper- 
ation last night In an unsuccessful 
attempt to remove the slug. Doctors 
said the wound is not painful and 
It may be a week or longer before 
another effort is made. 
Fsychiarists Question Him 


Two psychiatrists questioned Un- 
ruh today. Two others saw him yes- 
terday. Cohen said he hoped to have 
their reports soon. He refused to 
disclose any results of the probe be- 
fore that time. 


After the psychiatric examination, 
Unruh posed willingly for photo- 
graphers. But he wouidn't talk. His 
lace was expressionless. Mostly he 
stared into space. 


Police on 24-hour duty at the kill- 
er's bedside said he spent a sleep 
less night—"peeping at' us from 
under the covers." 
The guards said he "faked sleep." 
Unruh's mother, Mrs. Freda Un- 
ruh, about 50, was prostrated in her 
grief over the tragedy. 81ie is ser 
lously ill at the home oi a sister. 
The family says the mother has not 
been told the full extent of her son's 
crime. 


Dulles, Lehman Run 
For Senate In N. Y. 


Washington, Sept. 7—(/P)—A big 
name contest this fall for one 
New York's two key senate seats 
was assured today when Republican 
Senator John Foster Dulles, who is 
serving by appointment, announced 
he is willing to run for election in 
his own right. 


Herbert H. Lehman, former New 
Ycrk governor and ex-director gen 
eral of the UNRRA foreign relief 


he will accept the Democratic nom 
ination if it is offered to him. 


Dulles employed similar delicate 
phrasing in his announcement, say 
ing he really hadn't intended to run 
but would "gladly accept"^ the Re 
publicali nomination of it came his 
way. 


These polite disclaimers, however 
were brushed aside by the ward 
captains of both parties as mere 
fancy sugar frosting on a pair of 
very real candidacies. 


In their view, it already was Dul- 
les vs. Lehman, even before meetings 
of the. respective state committees 
of the two parties make it official 
later this month.

Enormous Storm 
In Atlantic Heads 
Toward Burmuda 


Miami, Fia., Sept 7—(¿P)—An enor- 
mous Atlantic huricane changed di- 
rection today and headed for Ber- 
muda. 


The British-owned 
Honeymoon 
Isles, 600 miles oft the South Carol- 
ina coast, was told to prepare for 
hurricane force winds (75 miles an 
hour and over) before noon tomor- 
row. 


Aircraft estimated highest veloc- 
ity winds at 130 to 140 miles per 
hour on the eastern side of the gi- 
gantic disturbance, the weather bur- 
eau said in a 4 p. m. (CST) advisory. 


"This is now a very large and 
severe hurricane and ships should 
avoid it," chief storm forecaster 
Grady Norton said. 


At that time the center was lo- 
cated about 240 miles south of Ber- 
muda and the storm was heading in 
a north or north northeast direc- 
tion at 8 to 10 miles an hour. 


Public Aid Chief 
Lives On Relief 
Funds For Month 


Springfield, 111., Sept. 7—(ff>)—An 
Illinois public aid commission of- 
ficial, his wife and four children 
lived on a general relief food budget 
for a month to find out how much 
scrimping it takes and whether it 
could be done.

Merryman Named 
BvGOPTo Run For 
State Treasurer 


'Aggressors' Lead 
In Maneuvers Of

Chicago, Sept. 7—VP)—Aid. Theron 
W. Merryman of Chicago was pro- 
posed today as a republican nominee 
for state treasurer. 


The move may develop into a 
Chicago GOP fight against Sinon A. 
Murray, unsuccessful GOP nominee 
for state auditor last year. Murray 
is reported backing Louis E. Nelson. 
Cook county treasurer, for state 
treasurer. 


William G. Stratton of Morris, 
former congressman at large, and 
James Simpson of Warisworth, Lake 
county, also are mentioned as pos- 
sible GOP centenders for treasurer 
in the April primary. 


Merryman was proposed by five 
freshmen aldermen in a letter to 
John Leonard East, Cook county 
chairman. The five are Archibald 
Carey, Edmund J. Hughes, Herbert 
Geisler, Allen Freeman and Alban J. 
Weber. 


They said Merryman had led a 
council fight to license war veteran 
cab drivers, and has shown his "in- 
dependence" in the council against 
leaders of both parties. 


les will battle it out in the nation's 
mostly heavily populated state for 
the seat relinquished last July by 
aged and ailing Democratic Sen- 
ator Robert Wagner. 


Wagner, who hadn't answered a 
senate roll call in two years, re- 
signed after a series 
conferences 
with Democratic leaders. His res- 
ignation was timed so as to make 
a special election mandatory this 
November. Had he delayed a few 
days longer, Governor Dewey could 
have named Dulles for the full re- 
mainder of Wagner's term, which 
expires Jan. 3, 1951.

Oglesby School 
Board Resigns In 
Teacher Dispute 


Oglesby, 111., Sept. 7 — VP) — The 
school superintendent and four of 
the six members of the Oglesby 
school board resigned today in pro- 
test against "mob violence" which a 
spokesman said forced the rehiring 
of a teacher. 


The board, at a stormy meeting 
last night, voted not to rehire Mrs. 
Helen Mecum, a teacher in the area 
for 29 years. 
But after a crowd 
surged into the board meeting and 
demand she be rehired, the board 
hastily reversed itself. 


Several hundred persons milled 
around the grounds during the two- 
hour board meeting. 


Mrs. Mecum is a member of the 
AFL Tri-Cities Teachers' federation. 
Pickets of the federation and the 
Oglesby trades and labor council 
picketed Oglesby's two elementary 
schools yesterday, preventing their 
reopening. Supt. Wayne C. Butler 
led nine teachers to one school 
building Tuesday but the pickets 
halted them. The schools reopened 
today, after the board rehired Mrs. 
Mecum.

During the rollcall Senator Johns- 
ton (D-SC) came by as if he want- 
ed to tell the reporters something. 


"I drove in from home this morn- 
ing," staid Johnston. "Think I'll 
go out now and get a shave." 


The clerk went through the list 
twice before he got enough "here's." 
Then the Senate turned to non-de- 
batable chores.

Senator Lucas thought the words 
Malone was saying might violate the 
no-debate rules.

Springfield, 111., Sept. 7—(JP)—A 
man who police said killed his 
mother-in-law after walking out of 
the psychiatric ward of a hospital 
was indicted today on a charge of 
murder. 


The Sangamon county grand Jury 
accused George James Cole, 27, of 
murdering Mrs. Rubye Dunn, 39. 
Mrs. Dunn is the mother of Cole's 
estranged wife, Mary Ellen, 19. 


Police, called by a relative, ar- 
rived at Mrs. Dunn's home last 
Thursday just in time to hear two 
blasts from a shotgun. They said 
they caught Cole comiug out of the 
house with the gun. Mrs. Dunn lay 
inside critically wounded. She died 
Monday. 
> 


A few hours before the shooting 
Cole walked out of the psychiatric 
ward of St. John's hospital here, 
where he had been under observa- 
tion. Police said he went to his 
mother's farm home near Mechan- 
icsburg, got the gun and then re- 
turned to Springfield, where Mrs. 
Dunn lived. 


Bonn, Germany, Sept. 7—(/P)—A 
free German parliament took its 
place among parliaments of the 
world today after a 16-year inter- 
lude of rule by Hitler and occupy- 
ing powers. 


The Bundesrat and Bundestag, 
upper and lower houses of the west 
German federal republic, convened 
for the first time in the hastily mod- 
ernized capitol in this old university 
town. 
The very first session was 
marked by a demand that the dis- 
mantling of German factories by -the 
allies cease. 


Five days hence the 402 deputies 
of the Bundestag and 400 special 
delegates chosen by the 11 state 
legislatures will elect the new repub 
lie's first president. 


As the parliamentarians met in 
brief sessions to elect their officers 
and hear formal speeches, high pro- 
testant and catholic clergymen in 
their churches prayed for the wel 
fare of the new state. 


Buffalo, N.Y., Sept. 7—(VP)—Viol- 
ence broke out again today in the 
13-week-old Bell Aircraft strike and 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey called for a 
halt to such "lawlessness." 


Six persons, among them five em- 
ployes reporting for work, were in- 
jured at the plant, in nearby Wheat- 
field. 


The outbreak occurred as about 
500 club-bearing demonstrators res- 
ponded to a call issued by the Uni- 
ted Labor Defense 
C o m m i t t e e 
against what it described as Bell's 
efforts to "smash" striking local 501, 
CIO United Auto Workers. 


"A serious outbreak of lawlessness 
occurred," Dewey said in a state- 
ment at Albany. 


"An organized group became a 
mob, obstructed the free use of a 
highway and of passage for those 
trying to use it lawfully." 


The governor said he had directed 
Niagara county Sheriff Henry E. 
Becker to "exhaust the powers and 
forces available to him to deputize 
police reinforcements from neigh 
boring communities." 


Washington, Sept. 1 — (JP) — Two 
admirals today stonily contradicted 
the sworn testimony of Navy un- 
dersecretary Dan A. Kimball that 
he took steps to investigate a smear 
campaign against the Air Force. 


Kimball acknowledged 
that 
he 
was "in error" about one phase of 
his testimony before a congressional 
committee last month and gave a 
new explanation. 


The second version was promptly 
countered by another denial from 
one of the admirals. 


The testimony developed in the 
stiffly formal 
atmosphere 
of 
a 
Naval court of inquiry which is in- 
vestigating the source of date con- 
tained in the now notorious "Worth 
Memo" attacking the Air Force's 
B-36 bomber expansion program. 


Cedric R. Worth, former $8,500-a- 
year special assistant to Kimball has 
acknowledged 
authorship 
of 
the 
once annymous memo which created 
a furore on Capitol Hill this summer. 


After admitting that he wrote the 
document, Worth recanted all the 
charges of corruption and political 
wire-pulling as baseless. He is now 
under suspension. 


Kimball told the Naval court he 
erred when he testified before the 


House Armed Service committee last 
month that he ordered the director 
of Naval intelligence in April to in- 
vestigate the unsigned B-36 memo. 


Kimball gave this explanation a 
few minutes after Rear Adm. Thom- 
as D. Inglis, chief of Naval intel- 
ligence, contradicted Kimball's con- 
gressional testimony and swore that 
he had never discussed the matter 
of the memo with Kimball. 


"Mr. Kimball did not ask me about 
it," Inglis said. "I was in Europe at 
that time (in April). I have asked 
three other officials of the office of 
Naval 
intelligence 
whether 
they 
talked with Mr. Kimball. The ans- 
wer from all three was in the nega- 
tive."

2,000 Disabled 
Vets Will Get 
Special Houses 


Washington, Sept. 7—(#)—Nearly 
2,000 gravely disabled war veteraps 
are expected to obtain up to $10,000 
each toward the cost of specially 
adapted homes under a bill which 
President Truman signed into law 
today. 


Such grants were authorized pre- 
viously for veterans suffering paral- 
ysis of the lower limbs due to spinal 
cord injury or disease connected 
with their war service. They were 
offered up to one-half of the cost 
of homes with special fixtures or 
movable facilities made necessary by 
their disability. The help was limit- 
ed to $10,000 in each case. 


The new law continues such as- 
sistance for the group previously 
covered. 
In addition, it extends 
similar help to other veterans who 
have lost both legs, or have lost 
the use of them through paralysis 
or certain other ailments.

Strike threats were levelled today

While 30,000 workers on the Mis 
souri Pacific railroad made ready 
to go through with their strike at 2 
p,m. (CST) Friday, two more strikes 
were ordered on inter-plant connect- 
ing railroads in the Pittsburgh dis 
trict. 


The strikes in the Pitsburgh dis- 
trict could seriously affect steel- 
making operations and idle upwards 
of 100,000 workers in a few days. 


Wages are not involved in the dis- 
putes. A spokesman for the Brother- 
hoods of Locomotive Engineers, En 
ginemen and Firemen, and Railroad 
Trainment said they have 282 un- 
settled claims involving about $3,- 
000,000 in the Missouri Pacafic dis- 
pute. The Order of Railway Con- 
ductors is expected tD follow the 
lead of the other three brotherhoods.

State Department 
Official Shocks 
Senate By Talking 


Washington, Sept. 7—(TP)—A voice 
from the state department spoke out 
on the senate floor today — and 
shocked senators quickly stuffed the 
forbidden words into the mouth of 
a senator. 


The embarrassed state 
depart- 
ment official was Winthrop Brown, 
chief of the department's office of 
international trade policy. He blush- 
ed furiously while senators made 
sure the record would not show that 
a non-senatorial voice had spoken 
on the floor. 


The episode came about in this 
manner: 


During debate on the reciprocal 
trade act, the question arose as to

Senator George' (D-Ga.) turned to 
Brown, who was permitted on the 
floor as one of George's aides. Brown 
spoke right out loud—"it was a joint 
resolution." 


Senator Wherry of Nebraska, Re- 
publican floor leader, objected to a 
state department official answering 
the question directly. 


But it was quickly agreed the rec- 
ord would show that Brown's few 
words came from the mouth of 
Senator George.

He said the violence referred to a 
large group of War veterans and to 
the thousands who attended the 
concert; which was termed in ad- 
vance by Governor Deweyi as a "pro 
communist meeting."

He tumbled into the street, his 
clothing ablaze. Motorists wrapped 
him in blankets and removed him 
to the state hospital, where his con- 
dition was listed as fair. 


The truck was loaded with roofing 
paper. 


From his hospital bed, Murphy 
told police the truck was in low gear 
when "something happened and the 
truck ran away."

Do Not Want Aid 


The bespectacled British treasury 
chief made it clear that the British 
delegation headed by Foreign Min- 
ister Bevin has not come here hop- 
ing for a new special aid program 
from the U.S. government. 


"I should like to make it very 
plain that we are not here," he 
"to ask for charitable aid or 
for any special direct assistance be- 
yond that which is already contem- 
plated under the Marshall plan, 
which we hope will continue till the 
middle of 1952, the date originally 
fixed for its completion." 


Cripps did not go into details on 
the "readjustments" that he thought 
the three western nations should 
make in their economies. 


But on Britain's "part he pledged 
every effort to reduce the cost of 
British production "to enable our 
industries to supply on a competi- 
tive basis the goods which are need- 
ed by the rest of the world." 
More 1 Dollar Sales 


And he appealed to the United 
States and Canada for larger op- 
portunities for Britain to earn dol- 
lars. One aim of the British is 'to 
sell more goods in the United States 
market. 


The text of Cripps remarks, voiced 
at an afternoon session, were made 
public tonight. Cripps spoke after 
secretary of the treasury Snyder in 
his opening statement emphasized 
that the British government must 
take into account plans under way 
to taper off Marshal assistance to 
Britain and western Europe. " 


Snyder, the top American negoti- 
ator, told the British and Canadian 
negotiators: 


"In a spirit of mutual understand* 
ing, we are prepared to listen to 
your views, and to take such cooper- 
ative steps as would be appropriate 
within the framework of our exist- 
ing foreign economic policies." 


The head of the Canadian govern- 
ment delegation, Finance Minister 
Douglas Abbott, stressed in his first 
statement that the principle of "one 
for all" contained in the North At- 
lantic defense alliance should be 
remembered in the current conver- 
sations.

Although some members of the senate have suggest- 
ed that General MacArthur is lacking in a sense oi pro- 
priety for having twice refused their invitation to attend 
a committee hearing in Washington, it would be unjust 
Lo him not to point out that it is a sense of propriety which 
keeps him in Tokyo. 


The senators who asked him to return are critics of 
the administration's China policy, and they are looking 
for support for their views f-rom' MacArthur. 


They would doubtless get it if he were in a position 
to speak frankly; there have been numerous indications 
that the American commander in the Far East believes 
that we are following a weak and dangerous course in that 
area. 


But no military commander can put himself publicly 
in the position of denouncing a national course in foreign 
affairs, or of disagreeing with the views of the president 
and secretary of state in matters of international policy. 


Were MacArthur to return, he would either be a total 
disappointment to the senators who have been pressing 
him, or the resultant explosion would shake Washington. 
The general knows that well enough, and the senators 
ought to be able to see it also.

"Reports have been encouraging," 
stated Dr. Gowen as he cited find- 
ings which show that many types of 
cancer, especially those in women, 
are on the decline. 


Another factor which fhould give 
rise to optimistism is the number 
of facilities for treatment. "In down- 
state Illinois," said 
the 
speaker, 
"there are 79 deep X-ray therapy 
machines, highly effective in the 
treatment of cáncer, and approxi- 
mately 119 radiologists to operate 
them. 


"This averages one radiologist for 
every 150 cases of cancer, or in 
reality one for every 75 cases, since 
only about half of the total number 
are treated through rad:ation." 


On the discouraging side of the 
issue, Dr. Gowen cited a survey re- 
cently conducted by the Illinois Can- 
cer society, which revealed that only 
aboui 50% of those queried were 
familiar with the symptoms of can- 
cer.
